Carl Parsons, Who Has Been Accused 
of Maklns; Unpatriotic Remarks 
On Several Occasions, Made 
To Register and Must 
Proye His Age. 

Carl Parsons, the young man who 
was brought before County Attorney 
W. H. Rees several months ago on a 
charge of having made unpatriotic 
remarks concerning the government, 
but who was released because of in- 
sufficient evidence, was brought be- 
fore Chief of Police Harry A. Ort 
Tuesday night because of more al- 
leged remarks about the government, 
registration and the city's vaccination 
order. 

It was charged that Parsons had 
made some very unpatriotic remarks 
concerning the various activities of 
the government and had also said that 
no one could make him be vaccinated, 
as required by the recent order of the 
Board of Health. 

Parsons was very lmpertlment and 
evasive In his answers and Chief Ort 
told him that he would have to reg 
ister for the selective draft or go to 
jail. Parsons contends that he Is not 
21 years of age, although he looks to 
be older. Chief Ort stated to him 
that he must register first and prove 
his age afterward. This, Parsons re- 
fused to do at first, but when an of- 
ficer started to Jail with him, he 
changed hla mind and filled out a 
questionnaire, being placed in Class t.

TEUTON ALLIES MAY SPLIT 

Separate Peace With Austrian! 
Thought Likely— Dual Monarchy 
Declared in London Unwilling 
to Fight British and 
Americans. 

London, February 13— According to 
the lobby correspondent of the Dally 
NewB, facts are known which bring 
the possibility of a separate peace be- 
tween Austria-Hungary and tho En- 
tente Allies much nearer. Great re- 
luctance, he says, Is manifested In 
Austria toward the prospect of fight- 
ing with British and American troops 
on the western front. 

Amsterdam, February 13— The Ber- 
lin Tageblatt says thta the Central 
Powers have addressed a demand to 
Rumania to enter peace negotiations 
and requested an answer by this even- 
ing. The newspaper says the demand 
did not take the form of an ultima- 
tum with an Inherent threat 

Count von Hertiing, the Imperial 
German Chancellor. It is reported un- 
officially, will answer President Wil- 
son's address to Congress in the Ger- 
man Reichstag next Tuesday. Pres- 
ident Wilson saw a difference between 
the Chancellor's recent statement and 
that of Count Czernln, the Austro- 
Hungarlan Foreign Minister, and de- 
clared that Count von Hertiing had 
not withdrawn from his position that 
peace should be made on Germany's 
terms. 

Facts are known In London, the 
Dally News says, which bring closer 
the possibility of a separate peace 
between Austria-Hungary and the 
Entente. Austria Is said to look with 
disfavor on sending !i<r soldiers 
against the troops of the I'nlted 
States and Great Britain 

Challenged to move want of confi- 
dence In his Government by Premier 
Lloyd George, the British House of 
Commons yesterday failed to take 
such action. Criticism of the Ver- 
sailles council and the Premier's at- 
titude concerning It was voiced in the 
House by former Premier Asqulth 
and other speakers. As to reports 
that Field Marshal Haig and Gen Rob- 
ertson had been dismissed or had re- 
signed, spokesmen for the • Govern- 
ment denied the truth of such state- 
ments. 

Premier Orlando has declared that 
Italy will fight on until victory is 
achieved.

Order of Food Adminls.

Chicken for dinner today? 

No indeed: Not today, nor any 
other day from now until the first 
day of April, unless you are lucky 
enough to have a fowl" or two run- 
ning around In your own backward, 
or to purchase one killed before yes- 
terday morning. 

For between February 11 and March 
30, no live or freshly killed hens or 
pullets are to be sold, shipped or 
purchased. 

The drastic order comes as a re- 
sult of the countrywide scarcity of 
eggs, which recently sent the price 
of that commodity in Lexington up 
| to the unheard of point of 75 cents a 
dozen. 

The rule, which was promulgated 
by the Poultry-and Egg Division of 
the Food Administration at Washing- 
ton, absolutely prohibits the pur- 
chase, sale or shipping of any live 
or freshly killed hens or pullets, be- 
tween February 11 and March 30, but 
provides, howevor, that "this order 
shall not prevent the purchase, ship- 
ment or sale between February 11 
and February 23 of hens or pullets 
which were either killed or shipped 
prior to February 11 to markets for 
sale as food, and provided, further 
that nothing in this rule shall prevent 
the purchase or shipment or sale of 
live hens or pullets for egg produc- 
tion."

The President himself has given us to un- 
derstand that he was. "dangerous, passionate, and ambitious." 

They see more clearly now They perceive that, precisely as 
Cleveland's stand against European aggression in Venezuela made 
his administration memorable, so, likewise, under Roosevelt— the 
"irrespnsible and warlike" Roosevelt — American diplomacy reached 
its highest and most useful manifestation. He did not plunge us into 
war. He did actually keep us out of war. And he did so because, 
back of his word stood the man himself; because he held Germany 
to respect of the Monroe Doctrine; because lie compelled the Kaiser 
to withdraw his pretensions and submit to arbitration; because, as 
Baron de Constant said, he gave Europe four striking lessons. He 
was prompt, clear, unchanging. Every nation knew exactly what 
he meant and knew that back of him was determination, not flabbi- 
ness. That was a knowledge that made for peace. 

It was said of hunt "He did not avoid war. He saw it coming 
and went out to meet it and fetched it a watchful wallop across tin- 
brow and left it dead." 

This is the man about whom the people have been worrying. 
They were thinking of him as man and as citizen, as President and 
as the embodiment of public spirit. They remembered his fine resil- 
iency; his grit; his manliness; his hearty love for what was big and 
burly and up-building. They know you now why he could not at- 
tend the funeral of "John L"; they understand that, when he was 
being twitted with running away from Washington, he was on his 
way to a hospital and about to submit to a dangerous operation- 
Louisville Herald. | 

AN APBIL-FOOL JOKE 

Von Hindenburg has a gift for epigram, in his ponderous way. 
When a delegation of editors complained that the German people 
would be without food in May, he replied: "My answer is, that I 
will be in Paris in April." 

Such terseness savors of the military sledge-hammer, and is 
therefore rather effective with a German audience. Also, it saves 
the trouble" of logical reasoning and detailed explanation. Those 
editors looked with humble admiration at Hindenburg 's heavy-jowl- 
ed face and big fist, and slunk away. 

We might 
as-well make up our minds to acquiesce in the inevitable. Hinden- 
burg has spoKen. 

And yet, doubts obtrude. Didn't the German army plan defi- 
nitely to be in Paris by September, 1014 ? Hadn't the Prussian mili- 
tary governor of Paris already been appointed before the march 
through Belgium began? And then, shortly after the battle of the 
Manic, didn't the Kaiser promise to eat his Christinas dinner in 
PaHs? And Paris is still unpolluted by Prussian feet. 

Hindenburg didn't explicitly say he'd get there on April first. 
But we have a suspicion, just the same, that he -was April-fooling

MUCH DISCUSSION 

Of Be-estoblishment of County Court 
Day Stock Sales at Fifth Weekly 
Meeting of Chamber of 
Con 



The fifth weekly meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce was held In 
the assembly hall with quite a good 
attendance present. Secretary Dodds, 
as chairman of the evening called the 
meeting to order and stated the pur- 
pose of the meeting. He then intro- 
duced the speaker of the evening, Mr. 
A. L. Glascock, Director of County 
Affairs. 

Mr. Glascock In his remarks spoke 
• "• - vcessf ul Btock sales that were 
,< former days and expressed 
^.e that they would be revived, 
speaking of the prosperity of those 
times he related the fact that on Ma- 
son County Court days his father 
would have no opportunity to go to 
lunch for the immense business he 
was enjoying. He confessed that he 
had sold qulto a bit of stock on the 
Flemlngsburg market because the lo- 
cal market was so uncertain, same 
reason that the other Mason county 
men sell on the Fleming market. He 
criticised the former policy of those 
in charge of the stock sale In not 
having a permanent place where the 
farmers could feel sure they could 
dispose of their stock. He expressed 
his belief in the fact that the stock 
sales market could rise to the same 
successful proportion as the present 
tobacco market had risen from Its 
humble beginning. 

The Secretary informed those pres- 
ent that it was the intention of the 
committee, if possible, to re-establish 
the stock sales on March Court day, 
that the committee arc expecting to 
take several machine loads of boost- 
erg to Mt. Olivet sales next Monday 
and Fleming sales the following Mon- 
day; they intended to urge the res- 
taurant keepers to put forth an ex- 
tra effort In giving the visitors a big 
feed on Court day and that they ex- 
pect to purchase quite a bit of pub- 
licity for the event. 

Mr. Maurice Kirk slated that there 
are from 5,000 to 10,000 visitors and 
that as high as 10,000 cattle are sold 
In the Mt. Sterling market. 

Judge Pumell stated that as a com- 
mittee of one appointed by the stock 
sales committee to visit Mrs. Hunter 
In an endeavor to obtain a proposition 
on her lot at Second and Govern- 
ment Square, he had had an inter- 
view with Mrs. Hunter and she offers 
the stock sales committee a proposi- 
tion of |150 for the use of the lot for 
one year. He expressed his belief In 
the need of the re-establishment of 
the stock sales and that he appre- 
ciated the benefit the city and county 



will derive from such, 

Mr. L T. Anderson, a visitor of the 
evonlng, was called on for his sug- 
gestions and be said that he believed 
that Maysvllle should rise to the op- 
portunity that was presenting Itself to 
re-establish Court day stock sales. 
He said a committee should be ap- 
pointed to get In touch with every 
trader, dealer and raiser in all of the 
adjoining counties and bring them to- 
gether on Court day. He Is a great 
believer In the value of publicity and 
urges the committee to not be too 
economical In the purchase of public- 
ity; to exercise wisdom In the pur- 
chase of space and In preparing the 
copy. He believes that the stock sales 
must be greatly advertised If the de- 
sired Buccoss Is to be attained. He 
spoke of the adaptability of Mt Oli- 
vet and some of the other counties to 
hold these sales, also the Inadapt- 
ability of Mason county and the need 
for a greater effort to offset this con- 
dition. 

Chairman Brown of the Stock Sales 
Division expressed his belief In the 
need of closer co-operation between 
the merchants of the community to 
put the stock sales proposition across. 
He believes they can be made a suc- 
cess and that he hr going to do all in 
his power to assist In the work. 

Mayor Russell expressed his desire 
of seeing the stock sales re-establish- 
ed and stated that he was willing to 
lend all the assistance he could. In. 
the endeavor to make Mason County 
Court day an enjoyable and profit- 
able event. 

GARFIELD SUSPENDS MEATLESS 
MONDAY ORDER 

Washington, February 13— Suspen- 
sion of the Heatless Monday program 
was announced today by Fuel Admin- 
istrator Garfield with the reservation 
that it may be put back into force be- 
fore the ten week period expires If a 
return of bad weather brings anoth- 
er break-down In railroad transporta- 
tions. 

At the same time Dr. Garfield pave 
state Fuel Administrators full author- 
ity to continue the closing order In 
territory under their jurisdiction If In 
their opinion circumstances dex.ind 
it. Asldo from New England, It waR 
said, there was little probability that 
it would remain In force any where 
In the New England states the pro- 
gram may be carried through to 
March 25, the date originally set. 

The rieatless Monday program was 
decreed by the Fuel Administration 
on January 17 and four have been ob- 
served in all states East of the Miss- 
issippi except those South of Vlr 
ginia. The order was enforced in the 
South on three Mondays, but was lift 
ed there last week.
